Caplan said deputy constables from 
Justice of the Peace Moore's court, who 
were sent in quest of Mrs. Blake Fri- 
day, found that she and her husband 
had removed from the Lucerne Hotel 
and taken quarters at the Westmoreland 
Hotel, having stored their furniture. 

In her apartment at the latter hotel 
they found clothes and jewelry belong- 
ing to Mrs. Blake.

But the watchman after a time quit 
his post for a moment, according to the 
lawyer, and on his return found the 
door locked ag-cinst him and admission 
refused.

CHICAGO, June 17.—Col. Roosevelt's 


reception to the Nooseveit delegates and 
alternates today was the most strenuous 
experience he has gone through since he 
reached Chicago. Several times before 


the apparently endless string of enthu- 
siasts had passed him, he cried out, 
“Not another man; not another one.”’ 
Once the Colonel broke out of the re- 
ception line, in which he was surround- 
ed by policemen and special guards, and 
started across the room toward one of 
the side doors. | 

For half an- hour Col. Roosevelt was 
the target for handshakers and bouquet 
tosgers. | 
Tired After Half Hour. 

He began the handshaking with vim 
and enthusiasm, but after a half hour 
of it perspiration was rolling from his 
face, his voice was gétting tremulous 
and he was skipping over a half dozen 
hands at a time. 

Once he flashed out another indignant 
protest against the action of the Nation- 
al Committee on the California contest- 
ed delegate case. Greeting a party of 
California delegates he declared, ‘‘There 
Was never anything like it. That’s the 
kind of action that. makes revolutions.”’ | 
Three flashlight photographs, taken 


within 10 feet. of Col. Roosevelt as be 


stood at the head of the line, helped to 
increase his nervousness, and made the 
long procession more than his patience 
could endure. Finally he declared: 
“Hold the line as it is, and I'll pass 
along it.” 

Hastied to Illinoisans’ Room. 

Policemen did the best they could to 
hold it, and the Colonel, with a body- 
guard of policemen and plain clothes 
assistants, was hustled to the back end 
of the room and around through the 
hotel corridors to the room of the IIli- 
nols delegation, where an “experience 
meeting’’ was being held behind closed 
doors.

| Missouri State Game Warden, and Ho- 
mer Mann of Kansas City, made it clear 
the Missour: flelegation has no idea of 
bolting the national convention, under 
any circumstances. Their remarks were 
loudly applauded. 
Bolt Talk Discredited. 

“tT can imagine no contingency,” said 
Mann, “that could force me from the 

publican party. Why should I want 

'» leave it? If-a thief robbed my house, 
~ ould I move? Of course not. The 
' Aing for us to do is to get together 
' and stop all this threat of a revolt, 
' which I honestly believe would not 
'/ command a substantial following.” 

All the evidence in the contests which 
the Roosevelt men consider formidable 
from their standpoint was turned over 
to Gov. Hadley this morning. The Gov- 
ernor said he would make a thorough 
inspection of each case and that no con- 
tests would be made on the floor of the 
convention unless there was absolute 
merit behind it. The fact that Gov. 
Tiadley has been given the most con- 
spicuous posg in the Roosevelt ranks is 
causing con hent. 

It was or dnally decided that James 
R. Garfield of Ohio or Gifford Pinchot 
would lead the Roosevelt. convention 
army. Both Garfield and Pinchot, who 
have been loudly declaiming their inten- 
tion to bolt, have been quietly put in the 
background. by Col. Roosevelt. It Is 
feared the incendiary talk in the Roose- 
velt camp already has done much harm. 

Gov. Hadley is reported to have de- 
Clared at today’s caucus that there is 
too much loose talk going on among the 
Roosevelt men and not enough definite 
and persistent action. 

Governor Expects Victory. 

“I do not believe, ’ said the Governor, 
that any delegate from Missouri desires 

to bolt the action of the Republican na- 
tional convention. If we are against the 
gteam roller, the way te fight it is not to 
run away from it. Woulkd the Taft men 
want anything better than a bolt of the 
Roosevelt forces? I can see them laugh- 
ing at us now. The best way to meet 
the enemy is to meet him face to face 
and to fight him openly until we have 
‘beaten him. 
“I believe Col. Roosevelt will be the 
‘presidential nominee of this convention 
‘and that a great progressive platform 
will be adopted. But, regardless of such

CHICAGO, June’ 17.—The Roosevelt 
leaders caucused with many of the State 
delegations today, previous to the gen- 
eral caucus of the full delegations. 
Twenty of the Missouri 36 delegates who 
are for Roosevelt conferred with the 
leaders in the Roosevelt headquarters 
and determined to stand by the Roose- 
velt program through thick and thin. 

They also fixed up a slate naming 
Walter S. Dickey for chairman of the 
delegation, Thomas K. Niedringhaus for 
National Committeeman in place of Sec- 
retary Nagel, Gov. Hadley for Commit- 
tee on Resolutions, Jesse Tolerton, Cre- 
dentials Committee, and Charles Rend- 
lan for permanent organization. 

34 tin Ohio for Taft, 

At a meeting of the Ohio delegation 
a resolution was adopted authorizing 
A. L. Garford of Elyria to cast &% of 
the Ohio 48 votes for Roosevelt and all 
propositions ,in the program of the 
Roosevelt forces. 

The Oklahoma delegation recognized 
the possibility of a bolt and in caucus 
\by a vote of 18 to 2 defeated a resolu- 
tion binding itself to support the nomi- 
ree of the convention for President and 
Vice-President. 

At the caucus of the Nebraska dele- 
gation it was unanimously agreed that 
strong resolutions should be passed in 
condemnation of Victor Rosewater for 
his action as chairman of the National 
Committee in the contest cases. 

Twelve of Georgia’s 28 delegates are 
regroes and five of them were injured 
in a wreck on the outskirts of Chicago 
today. Because of their absence, the 
Georgia caucus was postponed. Henry 
Blun Jr., national committeeman from 
Georgia, said today that he believed 
all the negroes on the delegation would 
remain true to their instructions. 
Pennsylvania delegates passed resolu- 
tions indorsing Col: Roosevelt; also 
resolutions of esteem for William Flynn, 
former State Senator and Roosevelt 
political boss. 

With a national committeeman still to 
be chosen by the New York delegation, 
its caucus selected Col. Michael C. Davy 
for permanent organization; rules and 
order of business, Ezra Prentice; creden- 
tials, George R. Malby; platform and 
resolutions, William Barnes Jr. 

The Michigan delegation passed reso- 
lutions commending former National 
Committeeman John W. Blodgett. 
Arizona’s caucus indorsed a platform 
plank for a more liberal irrigation pol- 
icy. 

New Mexico, in its caucus, selected 
committee members, all of whom are 
for Taft except H. O. Bursum, @ Roose- 
velt supporter. who is to be on the Com- 
mittee on Platform and Resolutions.

CHICAGO, June 17.—Senator Dixon 
emphatically declared today that the 
temporary roll call of the convention at 
this hour showed that Roosevelt would 
be nominated by a majority of at least 
42, and that Senator Borah would be 
chosen temporary chairman over Sen- 
atot Root by a larger majority. 

“We checked up our list of delegates, 
known to be for Roosevelt, and found 
unquestionably that we would control 
the convention by a clean majority of 
42 votes,” said Senator Dixon. 

“Put that in your notebook and see 
if this, my first definite claim, does not 
preve to be about right when it’s all 
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held caucuses and selected their men.

Now the fight over the temporary 
chairmanship seems likely to give the 
first reliable indication of the lineup 
and it may be left to the followers of 
La Follette and Cummins to decide the 
question, if they are willing to take the 
responsibility, but they may prefer to 
withhold their votes rather than be 
counted with either side.. Neutrality is 
their strong card and they would find it 
difficult to support the candidate of 
either side without subjecting themselves 
to misrepresentation. 

The Roosevelt meeting tonight will 
give opportunity for an outburst of en- 
thusiasm, and as the ex-President is go- 
ing to speak, it is safe to predict that he 
will studiously refrain from praising 
the Republican National Committee. 

In fact, he may brush up on the crim- 
inal law and make some additions to the 
adjectives which he has already em- 
ployed in describing the various forms 
of larceny which he has charged against 
his opponent. 

The war goes merrily on, and I feel 
even more than a journalistic interest in 
watching it. 


TAFT MAN TELLS 
OF BRIBE OFFER 


Louisiana Neste  aleaate Says 
$1000 Was Offered to Him 


to Support Roosevelt. 


CHICAGO, June 17.—After a day and 
night surcharged with rumors of bribery, 
the first definite accusation of corrup- 
tion has come. F. H. Cook, described 
by the Taft headquarters as a Baptist 
minister and a bank cashier in Vidalia. 
Concordia Parish, La., made an affidavit 
in which he declared that $1000 had been 
offered to him to desert the adminis- 
tration forces and vote for Roosevelt. 
Cook is a negro delegate, 

“I never heard of Cook and I think it 
is all a pure fake,’’ said Senator Dixon. 

There are 530 negro delegates to the 
Chicago convention and of these the 
Taft forces are counting on not less 
than 48. The Roosevelt men say the 
Taft forces will hold nothing like this 
number. 

Clark Grier, white, a delegate 
from Georgia, announced that although 
instructed for Taft he would vote for 
Roosevelt and would take with him five 
other delegates. The Rodsevelt men 
later claimed five votes from Mississippi. 

The 12 Georgia negro delegates are on 
their way from Coney Island, New 
York, where they have been having an 
airing. 

According to the Taft sleuths, the 
man who has been playing havoc with 
the negro delegates gqollected by thie 
President’s managers, is the negro 
chauffeur of George W. Perkins. Hence 
the admonition to the colored brother 
to ‘‘watch out or Mr. Perkins'll ger 
you.”’

Detective Brewer said the announce- 
ment that the Baron had bought $3900 
worth of flowers, furs and other gifts 
for Mrs. Thompson and that Mrs. 
Thompson had returned the furs when 
she learned they weren't paid for was 
all the New Orleans police knew of the 
man’s friendship for the Kansas Ctiy 
divorcee. 

The police here retained coples of let- 
ters from women found in the Baron’s 
rooms at the Vrooman apartments.

BALTIMORE, Md., June 17.—The Gay- 

nor presidential boom showed signs of 

life today in Democratic convention cir- 


booms of other aspirants began to take 


notice. The announcement that an or- 
ganized fight for the Mayor of New 
York would be begun in this city in the’ 
next few days caused an undercurrent 
of excitement through the ranks of all 
the Democrats who gathered in local 
hotel lobbies. 

Rumor connected the name of Thomas 
Taggart, committeeman from Indiana, 
with that of Charles F. Murphy, the 
Tammany leader, in a deal to “put the 
Mayor across.” Taggart denied that 
such a deal had been made, but the 
rumor persisted. 

“I am absolutely and sincerely for 
Gov. Marshall of Indiana, and I'll go 
into no deal unless our Indiana man is} 
at the head of it,” said Taggart. ‘The 
Indiana delegation ‘is likewise sincere 
in its position for Marshall, and while 
all of us realize that he has only 30 
vqtes—the number from his own State— 
yet we are ‘coking*upon Marshall as 
the best avuilable man for a compro- 
mise candidate.”’ 

Harmon as “Trust-Buster.” 

Wilson men stand pat. Tom Pence, 
who has been head of the Wilson bu- 
reau in Washington, came to Baltimore 
to prepare for the official opening of 
the Wilson headquarters on the mezza- 
nine floor of the Emerson today. 

“Just wait until we descend on Bal- 
timgre,” he said. “You will then know, 
that Wilson is going to be nominated.” 

Senator Pomerene, who will head the 
Ohio delegation to the Baltimore con- 
vention, gave it as his opinion that 
Gov. Harmon would be nominated on 
the fourth ballot. ‘Senator Pomerene 
called attention to the fact that Gov. 
Harmon, as Attorney General in Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s cabinet, was the orig- 
inal “trust buster,’’ and has never re- 
ceived his due meed of praise for what 
he accomplished. 

Senator Thomas P. Gore of Oklahoma 
came over from Washington and dis- 
cussed the situation with a number of 
Democrats at the Belvidere. The blind 
Senator, who is an ardent Wilson man, 
said he would make no predictions as 
to the number of vetes the New Jersey 
Governor would get, but was convinced 
that when the final ballot was taken 
Wilson would be at the top of the col- 
umn, 

Gore Favors Wilson. 

“The Democratic party,” he said, 
“must have just as good and a better 
candidate than the Republicans. He 
must be a candidate who will receive 
the votes in the states west of the Mis- 
sissippi and the majority eof the votes 
in the larger states. Wilson is that 
man. I believe he will carry New York 
State if nominated, and I believe also 
that the New York delegates will sup- 
port him In the convention.” 

The Senator thought the tariff, unkept 
Republican pledges and the high cost 
of ving would be the leading issues. 

Senator Francis J. Newlands of Ne- 
vada has @ complete platform which he 
presented to statesmen here for their di- 
gestion.

Newlands’ Piatform. 

The Newlands platform declares pri- 
vate monopoly indefensible and that the 
combination of plants and capital having 
such monopoly in view should be broken 
up. 

It declares against any modification of 
the Sherman law, but favors the organ- 
ization 8f @ nonpartisan, independent 
commission, similar to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, to aid the courts 
in the disintegration of monopolistic 
combinations and also to take the ini- 
tlative to that end. 

It declares against holding companies 
and interlocking directors, opposes the 
Aldrich central bank system, but favors 
the union of beth national and state 
banks within the boundaries of each 
state in reserve associations analogous 
to clearing house associatidns, It urges 
the merger of the Comptroller's office in 
a nonpartisan banking commission to be 
appointed by the President.

29 DEAD, SCORES HURT IN -

Wind Cuts Path Half Mile Wide and Five Miles 
Lon» in Bates County—Baby Carriei 
a Mile, Is Unhurt. 





KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 17.—Though 
wire communication still is interrupted, 
additional details drifting in today show 
that 29 persons were killed and perhaps 
scores injured by the storm that swept 


Central West Missouri Saturday even- 
ing. 

The storm struck Kansas City late 
Saturday, causing the death of two per- 
sons and doing many thousands of dol- 
lars worth of damage, and then swept 
to the south through Bates County. The 
path of the storm was half a mile wide 
and five miles long. Between Merwin 
and Adrian 19 pérsons were killed. At 
Creighton, Cass County, two are known 
to be dead, while at Leeton in Johnson 
County two are dead, and unverified 
reports say others have been killed. In 
Bates County the property loss is esti- 
mated at $75,000. 

After striking Merwin, the storm took 
a northwestward course, passing Se- 
dalia, where the wind did much dam- 
age.

Husband Ordered Also to Pay 
$25 a Month for Support of 
Girl, Awarded to Mother. 








Judge Allen Monday ended the noted 
Foster divorce case by awarding a de- 
cree to Mrs. Cecile Foster on her cross- 


bill. The husband, James M. Foster, 
of 4650 South Broadway, had charged 
desertion.

False Fire 
To the Editor of the Post-Digpatch. 

False fire alarms can in a great measure be 

prevented by a suitable device or fixture to be 
attached above the fire alarm box, out of reach. 
I refer te the red light system adopted by the Po- 
lice Department. I will try to demonstrate the 
advantages of such a system in case of a false or 
true alarm. 
Most of the false alarms are turned in at night. 
the party turning in the false alarms knew the 
instant he opened the door or pulled down the 
hook it would complete the circuit with the red 
light above him, I think he would be very apt 
net to turn in the alarm. Of course, it would be 
necessary to instruct the police the same as they 
are instructed, in regard to their patrol box lights 
to keep a special watch on boxes where false 
alarms are most frequent. This would also enable 
anyone standing close by and seeing the flash of 
the light to get a description of the party turning 
in an alarm. 

In case of a true alarm it would act as a sig- 
nal that the alarm had been sent in, thus saving 
valuable time of others intent on same purpose 
who qould help in rescue work if necessary, as 
every second counts in an emergency. This light 
should be large enough to be plainly seen for sevy- 
eral blocks to call the attention of the police and 
also to direct the firemen to the box if the fire is 
not visible, CHARLES W.* HANSEN.

With Nut and Cheese Flavors 





NUMBER of vegetarian dishes 
made appetizing by the use of 
nuts, cheese, macaroni, rice and 
the like are desirable to serve 
during the hot months. They give va- 
riety to the diet. In the recipes append- 
ed ail measurements are made level. 
) Nepenmret MACARONI WITH PEA- 
NUT BUTTER—Macaroni, like all 
starchy foods, should be cooked in boil- 
ing salted water. It is ruined if placed 
in water at a lower temperature. Break 
| macaroni in one inch pieces; there 
should be one cupful. Cook. 20 minutes, 
or until soft, in two quarts of boiling 
water, to which has been added one 
tablespoonful of salt. Drain in strainer, 
pour over one quart of cold water 
(which prevents pieces from adhering), 
and put in a buttered baking dish. Scald 
two cupfuls of milk In a double boiler, 
and add gradually, while stirring con- 
stantly, to three and one-half table- 
spoonfuls of peanut . butter. When 
blended, season with one teaspoonful of 
salt and pour over the macaroni. Cover 
and bake in a slow oven 4 minutes. 
Remove cover, sprinkle with one cup- 
ful of buttered cracker crumbs, increase 
the oven heat and bake until crumbs 
are. browned. Allow from one-fourth 
to one-third cupful of melted butter to 
a cupful of cracker crumbs. Always mix 
buttered crumbs with a fork, so that 
the crumbs may be evenly coated and 
light. 
EA ROAST.—Break stale bread in 
pieces, dry in oven, roll, and put 
through a puree-strainer; there shdéuld 
be three-fourths cupful of bread crumbs. 
Drain -canned pees, and rinse thorough- 


ly with cold water. Put In a saucepan, 
cover with cold water, bring to the boil- 
ing-point, and let boil three minutes. 
Drain, and force through a puree-strain- 
er; there should be one-half cupful of 
pulp. Mix bread crumbs and pea pulp. 
and add one-fourth cupful of chopped 
English walnut meats, one egg slightly 
beaten, one tablespoon of sugar, three- 
fourths teaspoonful of salt, one-eighth 
teaspoenful of pepper, one-fourth cupful 
of melted butter and three-fourths cup- 
ful of milk. When well mixed, turn 
into a small breadpan lined with par- 
affin paper. Cover with buttered paper 
and bake In slow oven 40 minutes. Re- 
move in hot serving dish and serve with 
or without tomato sauce. 


GBAPLEIGH CHEESE PUDDING.— 
Remove.the crusts from a 5-cent 
stale bakers’ loaf, and cut bread in one- 
half-inch slices lengthwise of loaf. 
Spread generously with butter, and cut 
in strips. Line the sides of a buttered 
one-quart pudding dish with strips, and 
arrange remaining pieces lattice-fashion 
in bottom of dish. Cut one-half pound 
of soft mild cheese in small pieces, or 
force through a chopper, and put in 
dish; then pour over the following mix- 
ture. Beat two eggs slightly, and add 
one cupful of thin cream or top milk, 
one tablespoonful of butter, one tea- 
spoonful of salt, one-half teaspoonful of 
mustard, one-fourth teaspoonful of pap- 
rika, and a few grains of cayenne. Bake 
in @ moderate oven 380 minutes, and 
serve very hot. Arrange around a din- 
ner napkin folded on the diagonal.—

EAST LAS VEGAS, N. M., June 17.— 
Just 17 days before the world’s cham- 
pionship fight, Jack Johnson weighs 219 
pounds and Jim Flynn 196 pounds, ac- 
cording to official measurements taken 
Sunday by Dr. Edwin B. Shaw, surgeon 
for the Santa Fe railroad and former 
president of the State medical board.

Flynn has never 
weighed over 18 pounds for any match, 
and his best weight recently has been 
considered 175. He is listed in the An- 
drew guide book of 1912 as fighting best 
at 165 pounds, 

Johnson weighed more for Jeffries than for 
any bouf in his history. He waa reported 
at the time as weighing 205 pounds. Thus, 
if Johnson gets down to his normal weight, 
he will have to take off permanently an 
average of about one pound per day. This 
ought not to seriously worry the big fellow.

' $22,000 from Beggs and asks an account- 
' Ing for the difference between that sum 
and the amount Beggs is supposed to 
have received from the sale of the mort- 
gace. 

One of her statements which the court 
ruled out was that “Mrs. de Voe was 
without a husband when the transaction 
took place and was dependent upon her 
own resources.” Another was “Beggs 
was @ reputable man of large business 
experience and professed interest in her 
and friendship for her, thereby gaining 
her entire confidence and affection, s0 
that she relied upon his judgment.” A 
clause saying that Beggs always stopped 
at her boarding house when in New 
York: also was ordered stricken out. 

The last clause ordered out was one 
which sald, “The defendant insisted that 
the plaintiff follow his advice in the 
transaction.”’

She consequently has had 
to provide for herself and the children 
by her own efforts, she says.

Total Sales Reach the Lowest 
Ebb Since Last 
February.

NEW YORK, June 17.—The Even- 
ing Post in its copyrighted nants! re- 
view today says: 

“Today was a quiet market. There 
were no news developments to af- 
fect it, except for the uncertain fore- 
casts from Chicago, which threw little 
light upon the extraordinarily confused 
situation. The day’s trading, on the 
whole, represented the smallest volume 
of business since the 127,/00-share mar- 
ket of Feb. 20 last, which was the rec- 
ord for dull trading so far this year. 

“There was scarcely a show of life 
to the trading from start to finish, 
and even in the shares which usually 
appear frequently on the tape in a 
dull day there were unimportant tran- 
sactions. 

“During most of the time prices held 
firm, and, while there was no disposi- 
tion ‘to engage in fresh commitments, 
traders did not seem inclined to sell 
stocks. It seemed to be a waiting mar- 
ket in every sense of the word, and 
the lack of enthusiasm indicated plain- 
ly that nothing important would prob- 
ably develop pending more definite news 
from Chicago. 

Foreign Markets Quiet. 

“The European bourses were slight- 
ly more active, but the foreign markets, 
as a whole, were rather stagnant. The 
stock market here closed firm, but gen- 
erally inactive, with unimportant net 
changes for the day. 

“Developments, in the internation- 
al money market naturally had to do 
with arrangements under way here 
and abroad to finance the large July 

disbursements. There was a fur- 
ther advance in the price of foreign 
exchange here, on buying by inter- 
ests having heavy dividend § remit- 
tances to make, and by speculators 
who expected to profit through being 
able to sell out to advantage later 


on 

“The inquiry reflected also the ef- 
forts of German banks to secure large 
loans on this side, 
the month-end requirements. The Ber- 
lin bid of 5 per cent for short-term 
accommodation was sufficiently above 
the rate offered here to attract some 
large investments, although it was evi- 
dent that many of the banks were indis- 
posed to lend heavily in foreign mar- 
kets, pending more settled conditions 
on this side. 

“No financing was announced, but 
the bankers had numerous opportu- 
nities to make temporary loans to 
various industrial concerns. Some im- 
portant security issues, by industrial 
companies, were talked of tentatively, 
and the negotiations showed that 
nk applications for new capital 
will be forthcoming from that quar- 
ter later on if business continues to 
improve. 

“These borrowings will be all the 
larger, for the reason that they have 
been so long deferred and must provide 
for outlays that would have been made 
a year ago, had it been possible for the 
concerns to have financed their require- 
ments advantageously at that time.
